Evolution of House Rule*. 
By Frederic J. Haskln. 


' That complex code of rules and col- 
lection of precedents which constitute* 
the written law governing the faunae 
of Representative* in the American 
Congress is the product of evolution- 
ary processes set in motion when the 
first party division occurred in that 
legislative body. The rules are 
so 


complicated that very few member* of 
the House pretend to a complete un- 
derstanding of them In all their rela- 
tions, and even the speaker must de- 
pend upon the clerk to the speaker's 
table, now Mr. Asher C. Hinds, an ex- 
pert parliamentarian, for hi* interpre- 
tations of the rules. Tet there Is noth- 
ing haphazard in the system, and Mr. 
Speaker Cannon may rely with con- 
fidence upon the clerk to find that the 
rules uphold, justify and make imper- 
ative that course oef action 
which 


Mr. Cannon, holding to the political 
opinions he does, would most desire to 
follow. 
The present speaker is 
the 


heir of all the strong men who have 
occupied thai chair before him, and 
the majority of the essential features 
of his power have been engrafted Into 
the law of the House by the great 
speakers who have gone before. 


Henry Clay was the 
first great 


speaker of the Hou*p. He was *lect«l 
to that office in 1811 upon Uie first 
fUv of his service as a member of that 


wa* the head of th* young 


n B faction, which clamored for war 


w i t h England, and he was placM m 
La* iprakor'i c*»«<r for 
the

Clay was the first speaker to con- 


sider himself the leader of his party 
as well a* the moderator of the as- 
sembly over which h« presided. He 
used his power much as the speakers 
of this day use it, directing the course 
of his supporters, cniftbmg the opposi- 
tion and making his will the tint law 
of the House. No speaker today would 
dare to use the extremely arbitrary 
mean* employed by Clay to deprive 
John Randolph of Ro«noke of 
the 


floor. 
Clay quoted no authority for 


hi* parliamentary ruling* and depend- 
ed upon the loyalty of hi* following on 
the floor to sustain the chair In the 
event ot an appeal. 


The modem doctrine of the use of 


the "previous question" as established 
by Clay was the result of the effort* 
of the New England representatives 
to prevent war wrltt, England. Under 
the rules then obtaining the opposition 
could have delayed action for an in- 
definite time 
The previous question 


was ordered, the new construction of 
Itp meaning given to it, and the major- 
ity triumphed. 


The successors to Clay in the speak- 


ership did not hesitate to make use of 
the power which he had given to the 
position, but for many years little pres- 
tige was added to the chair. Only one 
speaker of the House, however, was 
absolutely .nonpartlian, regarding hi* 
position as that of * "modei'ator such 
as 18 held by the speaker of the house 
of commons In England. HP was Rob- 
ert M. T. tHuntei 
of Virginia, the 


youngest man ever elected speaker, he 
being but 30 years old when he took 
the gavel in 1889. taring the stormy 
days leading up to the Civil war the 
chair was the refuge of mediocrity. 
During the war period and the early 
reconstruction era the speaker was the 
servant of Thaddeus Stevens.
